Teen in court after 
Merry Hill stabbing 

A TEENAGER has appeared in court over a 
stabbing at the Merry Hill shopping centre. 

The victim, a 19-year-old man, was 
treated in hospital after being attacked at 
around 11.15am on Saturday. 

Ronan Parker, aged 19, appeared at 
Dudley Magistrates’ Court on Monday 
charged with wounding with intent. 

Parker, of Dixons Green Road, Dudley, 
spoke to confirm his name and address. 
He did not enter a plea. He was remanded 
in custody and is due to appear next at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on August 7. 

The victim is now in a stable condition 
in hospital.

A HOSPITAL caring and treat¬ 
ing people for psychological 
problems and dementia has 
been earmarked for closure. 

Birch Day Hospital, based in the 
grounds of Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley, will close under plans which 
are to be considered after consulta¬ 
tion ends today (Thursday). 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) 
bosses want the care to be carried out in the 
community, rather than the hospital setting. 

It comes as the group is also conducting a re¬ 
view in to services which are no longer ‘value 
for taxpayers money’, with it needing to save 
£14 million this financial year. 

Dudley and Walsall Mental Health Partner¬ 
ship NHS Trust is working in partnership with 
the CCG on the consultation for the hospital 
closure. 

A spokesman for the NHS Trust said: “We 
are, together with our local health partner, 
Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group, looking 
at ways we can improve the services we offer to 
patients and bring care closer to home. 

“The proposal to close Birch Day Hospital 
outlines alternative options for how we deliver 
our services including the introduction of an 
older adult mental health home treatment ser¬ 
vice. 

Support 

“This will bring care closer to home and po¬ 
tentially mean assessment, support and treat¬ 
ment for mental health patients seven days a 
week and up to three times a day visits when 
required.” 

Under the proposal, the group also states pa¬ 
tients of the hospital will be consulted on their 
future care if the hospital closed. 

It also says there would be more money spent 
on mental health treatments in the home such 
as therapeutic sessions. 

The proposal for closure has attracted op¬ 
position. One person, who did not want to be 
named, said: “The closure of this centre will 
leave elderly mentally ill patients vulnerable.” 

A public meeting was being held at the Dell 
Stadium in Pensnett on Tuesday of this week 
on the issue. The public consultation runs until 
today (Thursday). 

Meanwhile, Dudley and Walsall Mental 
Health Partnership NHS Trust have launched 
their Recognising Success Staff Awards. Those 
shortlisted as finalists will receive an invitation 
to an awards ceremony taking place place on 
September 22 at the Bescot Stadium, Walsall.

Police called to move on travellers 



Travellers in Brierley Hill 


DOZENS of travellers who set up camp 
on three separate spots near homes and 
a school have been evicted. 

Community leaders said they had 
been inundated with calls from Brier- 
ley Hill residents after the travellers 
set up camps on Withymoor Park play¬ 
ing fields, next to Withymoor Primary 
School, and at another field next to a 
convenience store in Turner’s Lane. 

Police and council chiefs worked to¬ 
gether to move them on last Wednesday. 

Footage showed some travellers being 
escorted by police from a field next to 
the One Stop shop. Around 30 caravans 


had set up across three sites in the Dud¬ 
ley borough. Councillor Les Jones said 
the travellers had moved on peacefully. 
“The police made sure they left,” he 
added. 

Despite their peaceful exit, residents 
described chaotic scenes while the trav¬ 
ellers were in place. 

Footage capturing the moments 
after the caravans pulled onto one 
field, filmed by a concerned neighbour, 
showed caravans backing onto people’s 
gardens. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James said 
she had been ‘inundated with reports by 


residents in Amblecote and Withymoor 
Village about the travellers, including 
accusations of fly-tipping. She said: “I 
am alarmed and concerned by some of 
the information I have received.” 

The traveller invasion came just days 
after leaders at Dudley Council pledged 
to get tougher on itinerants who set up 
illegal camps in the borough. 

“I am meeting regularly with the 
police to ensure our working relation¬ 
ship is robust and clear and we will do 
everything we can to move travellers 
on as quickly as possible,” said council 
leader Patrick Harley. 


Anger over plans to 
demolish town building 


A PROMINENT town centre 
building which is home to a gym, 
martial arts club, taxi company 
and tyre garage is to be demol¬ 
ished. 

Businesses at Pioneer House, in 
Halesowen, were informed by their 
landlord they may have to leave the 
premises in less than three months. 

It could be knocked down as soon as Oc¬ 
tober, according to proposals lodged with 
council planners on June 30. One business 
owner, who did not wish to be named, said 
he was gutted at the decision. 

He said: “We have been left in the dark 
- our organisation is at the heart of the 
community and this has come out of the 
blue. We are gutted. It is unreasonable to 
be given such short notice and tell us to get 
out. 

Agreement 

Landlord Khosrow Omidvar said all the 
businesses had been aware that plans could 
go forward for demolition at any time. He 
said he had yet to decide how the site would 
be used once the building was levelled. 

He said: “In our tenancy agreement we 
had provisions for development and dem¬ 
olition to give notice to tenants and most 
of their tenancy agreements are short-term 
anyway. 

“At this point I am looking into giving 
them more time to move out and find al¬ 
ternative facilities. I want to work with 
them and accommodate them as best as 
possible.” 

The building is currently home to KMM 
Tyres, APT Health and Fitness, Gracie 
Barra Brazilian Jiu-Jitsu and Star Taxis. 
It was best known for housing Halesowen 
Sports Club until a fire forced it to move 
last year. It sits next to one of the town 
centre’s largest car parks and Benjamin’s 
Banqueting Suite. 

Halesowen north ward councillor Stuart 
Henley said he was disappointed. “Such a 
decision should have been discussed with 
the businesses first,” he said.

Black Country 
could be left 
behind by 
Games bid 

BIRMINGHAM’S bid for the 2022 
Commonwealth Games would leave the 
Black Country with nothing but ‘scraps’ 
as NO events are planned for Dudley, 
Wolverhampton or Walsall. 

The only Black Country borough men¬ 
tioned in the list of venues is Sandwell 
with a proposed £24m leisure centre 
lined up to host swimming and diving. 
The Games could result in a £390m eco¬ 
nomic windfall. 

There are venues across the Black 
Country that could host events including 
The Hawthorns, Dudley Castle, Alders- 
ley Stadium, Molineux, the Dell stadium 
and Halesowen Velodrome. But, other 
than Sandwell, the only events planned 
for outside the city would be the Ricoh 
Arena in Coventry, the NEC and Gen- 
ting Arena. 

Dudley Council UKIP group leader 
Councillor Paul Broth wood said: “This 
again shows the nonsense of the West 
Midlands Combined Authority. They’re 
supposed to be sharing things out but it 
seems like they want to take it all in Bir¬ 
mingham. We need to get a share of the 
cake in the Black Country too.” 

Councillor Ian Ward, deputy leader of 
Birmingham City Council and Birming¬ 
ham 2022 Steering Group chair, insisted 
the Games would bring benefits for the 
Black Country and added that all venues 
had not yet been revealed.

MP calls for 
more powers 
to deal quickly 
with travellers 

AN MP has called for tougher police 
powers to remove illegal traveller 
camps that he says are blighting com¬ 
munities across the region. 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood has 
urged ministers to revisit legislation 
on illegal camps in the wake of some 
travellers causing criminal damage to 
sites, prompting large clean up bills 
for tax payers. 

The Conservative MP is also back¬ 
ing proposals allowing the West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority (WMCA) 
to pool the provisions of the Black 
Country councils to create authorised 
camps at set locations across the re¬ 
gion. 

He said: “Many travellers groups 
are simply waiting for the bailiffs to 
turn up and then moving on to an¬ 
other site nearby. This is deeply un¬ 
fair on residents, who have to then 
deal with the mess that is left behind. 

“Where groups are persistently 
disobeying court orders and caus¬ 
ing criminal damage then the police 
should be able to look at measures 
such as inpounding vehicles. 

Mr Wood raised the issue in Parlia¬ 
ment last week, where his calls were 
rejected by the Leader of the House of 
Commons, Andrea Leadsom. 

She said: “Local authorities and 
the police have a wide range of strong 
powers that help them to take action, 
including being able to direct tres¬ 
passers to leave the land.”

A BOSTIN’ weekend is lined 
up as communities come 
together to celebrate Black 
Country Day. 

Tomorrow, Friday, is the official 
Black Country Day but events 
are taking place throughout the 
month of July to mark the occa¬ 
sion. 

The day always falls on July 14, to 
mark the anniversary of the invention 
of the Newcomen Engine - the first to 
harness the power of steam. 

But the event has proved so popular 
that is has now become a month-long 
series of events and it is backed by all 
four Black Country councils - Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell, Wolverhampton and 
Walsall. 

A VIP guest helped kick off the 
activities at the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum at the weekend - the 
man credited with creating the Black 
Country. 

Lord William Ward, the 1st Earl of 
Dudley, brought the industrial revo¬ 
lution to the area, opening mines and 
furnaces in Dudley and Bilston, em¬ 
ploying hundreds of men. 

Opposite 

He opened an asylum for workers 
who had been blinded, before it was 
turned into the Guest Hospital, which 
was situated opposite the museum in 
Dudley. 

Lord Ward, played by Nigel West- 
wood-Burgess, was at the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum on Saturday along 
with his wife, Countess of Dudley, 
Lady Georgina, alias Michelle Darby. 

At the museum over the weekend 
Black Country trail was held to take 
visitors around the attractions as well 
as meeting some its characters. 

The event, called the Black Coun¬ 
try Weekend, was a taster for Black 
Country Day. Also over the weekend 
was Street Food Affair in Stourbridge 
on Friday night followed by fun days 
at Netherton Park and Upper Gornal. 

Mr Westwood-Burgess said: “I 
think it is important to celebrate the 
day because it is a time of great inven¬ 
tion and industry for this area. It is so 
rich in heritage I think we should tell 
everyone about it and be proud of it.” 

He added: “Without Lord Ward we 
would not have had the industrial rev¬ 
olution in this year. He started most 
of the mines and furnaces - without 
him there would not have been a red 
sky at night.” 

The museum’s poet in residence, 
Dave Reeves ran a workshop out¬ 
side the Women’s Institute where 
he turned people’s descriptions of 
the area into rhymes and verses in 
the Black Country dialect. One read 


‘hard work from money to light, the 
smell of beer and cod, a scratchin’s 
not something you to an itch, a crusty 
cob’s not a swan it’s a roll’. He said: 
“We should celebrate our dialect, it is 
something to be proud of.” 

The showpiece event of the festi¬ 
val is a comedy show with TV’s Ross 
Noble headlining at Brierley Hill Civic 


Hall tomorrow (Friday). The support¬ 
ing acts on the night are all from the 
Black Country. There is also a Black 
Country Variety Night taking place 
at Great Bridge library tomorrow in¬ 
cluding comedy, music and poetry. 

Dudley and Old Hill will be throw¬ 
ing fun days on Saturday as part of 
the festival while the Wolverhamp¬ 


ton Fiesta will be held at West Park 
all weekend. The Old Post Office in 
Wednesbury has live music all day on 
Saturday. 

Last week an information centre 
was officially launched at Merry Hill 
shopping centre to promote the re¬ 
gion’s tourism. 

Located near the bus station, the 
Black Country Hub was opened by 
the Black Country Arts Council and 
dignitaries from Dudley Council and 
Dudley South MP Mike Wood. 

Mr Wood said: “We are really proud 
of our industrial heritage in the Black 
Country.

Flats are in 
the pipeline 
despite 1,000 
objections 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to redevel¬ 
op derelict former council offices to 
create apartments and a cafe are set 
to get the green light - despite more 
than a thousand people opposing the 
scheme. 

The Grade-II listed buildings in 
Great Cornbow and Hagley Street in 
Halesowen are proposed for a trans¬ 
formation into 24 apartments, a cafe 
and orangery under the proposals. 

Plans would also see the former 
landmark James Hobbs hardware 
shop refurbished as part of the pro¬ 
ject. 

Twenty-one letters of objection 
have been sent to Dudley Council, 
as well as two petitions with a total 
of 1,060 signatures. However, the 
scheme has been recommended for 
approval by planning officers. 

They claim it would revamp Hale¬ 
sowen town centre and would ‘pro¬ 
vides a long-term sustainable future 
for a number of listed buildings’. 

Council officers added that ‘the de¬ 
velopment is considered appropriate 
from an amenity and highway safety 
point of view’. 

A report on the objections states: 
“Main issues raised were - enough 
cafes/food outlets in town centre; 
additional competition for existing 
cafes/food outlets; too many charity 
shops in the town; need better shops 
in town.” 

Recommending the scheme for ap¬ 
proval, council officers wrote: “The 
proposed development is considered 
to be acceptable in principle and is 
welcomed in that it provides a long¬ 
term sustainable future for a number 
of listed buildings. ” 

The council’s planning committee 
will rule on the plans at their next 
meeting. 

Traffic lights for 
accident blackspot 

AN ACCIDENT blackspot where 26 
people have been injured in crash¬ 
es since 2009 is set to undergo a 
£100,000 revamp, council chiefs have 
revealed. 

Plans to overhaul the junction of 
Doulton Road and Dudley Road in 
Rowley Regis are set to be given the 
go-ahead at a council meeting. 

Council bosses said the revamp of 
the junction, which will see traffic 
lights installed, came in the wake of 
a review of accidents on that stretch 
of highway. 

This found that between December 
2009 and February 2017 there were 
13 separate incidents which led to 26 
casualties. Councillor Chris Tranter, 
who represents Rowley ward, said: 
“It’s a very nasty junction.”

Council leaders said parking con¬ 
cerns weren’t merited, because each 
new property would have its own car 
parking space. 

Dudley councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “Rotary House has been given 
additional parking as well. I think the 
parking concerns are without merit. 
But we will obviously keep a close eye 
on the situation.”

Guard left to die' is on road to recovery 


THE family of a factory security guard 
bludgeoned with a shovel by a burglar 
say they want closure on the incident. 

Joginder Mattu, aged 73, was so badly 
injured following the attack at Stoke 
Forgings in Brierley Hill he was left in 
a coma. His attacker, Lee Parsons, 45, of 
Highgate Road, Holly Hall, Dudley, was 
jailed for 14 years at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Thursday. 

Parsons had pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted murder and burglary at the fac¬ 
tory in Vine Street. 

The court heard how the attack lasted 
Lee Parsons jailed for 14 years 17 minutes and at one point Parsons 



knelt to say something in the ear of the 
defenceless pensioner. 

Mr Mattu suffered a bleed to the brain, 
fractures to the face and head wounds. 
Yet despite the week in a coma following 
the attack on March 19, Mr Mattu has 
made a remarkable recovery. 

In a statement the family said: “Dad 
is recovering at home and as a family we 
would like to draw closure on this inci¬ 
dent; we just want to give dad time to re¬ 
cuperate with his family, hopefully make 
a full recovery and for him to enjoy his 
retirement.” 

Detective Constable Paul Widdal said: 


“I am pleased the court recognised the 
severity of the assault and handed down 
a lengthy prison sentence. Parsons is 
clearly a danger to the public and people 
are safer with him behind bars. 

“Mr Mattu has shown great courage 
and a fantastic mind-set. In fact, when he 
came around in hospital the first thing he 
wanted to know was if anything had been 
stolen and when told no replied T did my 
job then!’ 

Judge James Burbidge QC told Par¬ 
sons: “You showed him no mercy.You 
bludgeoned him and left him in a pool of 
blood to die.” 


Motorist in head-on 
death crash is jailed 


A CHARITY worker from Dudley has 
been jailed for two years after kill¬ 
ing a man in a head-on crash. 

Mark Ward was overtaking a lorry 
when he smashed into a car carrying four 
restaurant workers on their way home to 
the Black Country from work in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Mohammed Miah, 35, was pronounced dead 
at the scene on the A41 at Newport. 

Ward, 20, of Padarn Close, admitted causing 
death by dangerous driving and was sentenced 
to two years in prison at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court. He also admitted a charge of causing se¬ 
rious injury by dangerous driving and received 
18 months’ custody to run concurrently. He 
was also banned from driving for four years. 

Victim Mr Miah, from Walsall, had a wife 
and two children and worked at the Taste of 
Paradise restaurant in Newport. 

Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting, said that 
just after midnight on January 24, 2016, Mr 
Miah was driving home on the A41 with three 
colleagues to Walsall when his Toyota car was 
struck head-on by a Mini Cooper. 

Judge Jim Tindal said it was a ‘catastrophic 
and tragic incident’. 

Ward was driving a Mini Cooper on the A41 
when he came up behind a lorry heading to¬ 
wards a junction travelling at 50 to 55mph. 

Trapped 

Driver of the lorry Barry Hartley noticed a 
Toyota Yaris coming in the other direction and 
braked to allow the Mini to pull back in. How¬ 
ever, Ward did not pull back in, his car colliding 
with the Toyota, which ended up on its side. Mr 
Miah was trapped inside.Ward and the lorry 
driver turned the car back on its wheels. 

A passenger in the car suffered a fractured 
skull and thigh and is still recovering. Two 
other passengers have made full recoveries. 

Simon Morgan, for Ward, said his client was 
confused and thought there were two lanes in 
his direction. 

Mr Morgan said Ward, a service manager 
for a young persons’ sexual health charity, had 
suffered from nightmares and had not driven 
since the crash.

IN a single week, see how the Establishment 
serves the people. First the Grenfell Tower in¬ 
quiry gets a chairman nobody wants.

Finally, 
after 14 years, Sir John Chilcot admits that Tony 
Blair was not straight with the nation over invad¬ 
ing Iraq. See the pattern? Go as slowly as pos¬ 
sible, avoid all the key questions and always, al¬ 
ways leave the people begging for real answers. 

ACCORDING to the Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation, bus travel in Britain is at its lowest for 
decades with a drop of 75 million journeys from 
2015-2017. By pure chance, this news broke 
on the very day I applied for my bus pass. Also 
on the same day a court report appeared about 
a thug who punched four bus passengers.

People from across the Black Country are 
being encouraged to have their say on a 
review of the Black Country Core Strategy. 

Views are needed on how Black Country 
authorities can best meet housing, economic 
development and transport needs, as well as 
protecting the local environment to help shape 
the future of the area. 

Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton councils are all working 
together to achieve the very best future for 
local communities through the strategy which 
is a key planning and regeneration tool for the 
whole of the Black Country. 

Investment 

It plans for the area’s future local development 
needs and directs services to the right locations 
to meet local needs. It also makes sure the 
necessary level of investment is attracted to 
create jobs and wealth in our region. 

The current strategy was adopted by the four 
councils in 2011. 

It has shaped the housing, industrial and 
retail growth of the area, whilst protecting the 
environment and greenbelt. It has also been 
successful in supporting regeneration for the 
past six years. 

The strategy now needs to be reviewed to 
meet the new challenges and opportunities for 
the coming years, up to 2036. 

A public consultation will make sure that 
everyone across the Black Country has the 
opportunity to have their say on the plans for 
the area.

support growth, people’s health and wellbeing, 
working with our neighbours and regeneration 
across the Black Country. 

Around 78,000 new homes need to be built in 
the Black Country over the next 20 years. There 
are enough brownfield sites to deliver around 


56,000 homes, but new plots of land need to 
be found for an extra 22,000 homes as the 
population and economy of the area continues 
to grow. 

There is also a need to find new employment 
land to expand the economy and create jobs. 
We need to decide where this development 
should go. 

Making the most of brownfield land remains 
the top priority, however, in the coming 
decades sites like this are going to run out and 
the green belt will need to be reviewed to find 
more development sites to meet future needs. 

Decisions also need to be made about 


the infrastructure required to support new 
development, including transport, schools and 
shops.

Concern for Beacon hit

Riders get buzz from 
fundraising challenge 


TWO friends got in the saddle to 
raise more than £1,400 for a chari¬ 
ty that provides holiday breaks for 
young carers.

They set off from Gayle’s home, in 
Victoria Road, Bradmore, in Wolver¬ 
hampton, to the park where she has 
a holiday home. She was joined by 
Aimee, of Stourbridge, and relatives 
in a support car and were able to 
complete the challenge in nine and 
a half hours. Sheri Rogers, of Hon¬ 


eypot Charity, who is Gayle’s sister 
said: “It’s always been a dream of 
Gayle’s to ride from her house to her 
caravan and she decided to do it for 
the charity where I work. They set 
off at 6.15am and arrived at 3.45pm. 

“The charity is based in Honey- 
pot House, in Wales, and we provide 
short breaks for children, aged five 
to 12, who are young carers. We 
are fundraising for an indoor pool 
for our young guests that will cost 
£200,00 and we have about £40,000 
left to get. 

“When Gayle and Aimee arrived 
at the finish line we put on a tea and 
cake sale and all the other holiday¬ 
makers came out to cheer them and 
bought the cakes and they raised 
£135 from that. They also had the 
charity’s mascot Bumble who did a 
bucket collection during sections of 
the route and Gayle’s husband John 
drove their support car.”

Plan another route, 
drivers told as more 
M5 misery on way 

MOTORISTS have been urged to start planning alter¬ 
native routes as the next phase of a major multi-million 
pound repair scheme begins on the M5. 

Concrete repairs and waterproofing work at the Old¬ 
bury viaduct, between junctions 1 for West Bromwich 
and 2 for Oldbury, get under way at the end of the 
month. Highways England chiefs said to keep the M5 
open a ‘contraflow’ system is being put in place. 

From the end of July all traffic will be diverted onto 
the northbound carriageway, with two lanes operating 
in each direction, along with a 30mph limit. Slip roads 
will be kept open throughout, to ease effects on the local 
network, but drivers are advised to expect long delays. 

The scheme, costing more than £100 million, finishes 
in autumn 2018, with some minor work continuing into 
the following spring. Motorists have been urged to con¬ 
sider routes such as the M42 and M6 to keep congestion 
to a minimum on the M5 and surrounding roads. 

Highways England said: “To help with this there will 
be changes at key junctions in the area, including at M6 
junction 8 southbound and M5 junction 4a northbound. 

“These measures are essential to manage the volume 
and flow of traffic through this busy part of the network 
and reduce the potential impact on local roads.” 
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Enquiry on 
spiralling 
community 
centre costs 

COUNCILLORS have launched an enquiry 
into spiralling costs for a new community 
centre in Dudley. 

Initial costs for the North Priory Community 
Centre stood at £300,000, but the total scheme rose 
to £825,000 last year. 

Councillors sitting on the Place Scrutiny Committee 
have now raised concerns relating to the ‘increased fund¬ 
ing requirements’ of the 
scheme. In a project evalu¬ 
ation report, it said around 
£65,000 of additional ex¬ 
penditure has incurred as a 
result of three ‘extensions of 
time’. 

It also states: “...the ap¬ 
parent failure to make pro¬ 
gress and the use of external 
consultant, together with 
the fact that no clear project 
budget had been identified, 
meant that in this instance, 
this process was not fol¬ 
lowed. 

“In effect, a hurried pro¬ 
cess led to changes in spec¬ 
ification while the project 
was in train that led to ex¬ 
tensions of time and addi¬ 
tional costs as well as the 
failure to identify the clear 
preference for enhanced ac¬ 
cess arrangements.” 

Adequate 

It continues: “The ap¬ 
pointment of external archi¬ 
tects to design and deliver 
the scheme undoubtedly 
led to issues that would not 
have arisen if internal con¬ 
sultancy had been utilised. 

“It is imperative, as with 
all major capital projects, 
that lessons are learnt in 
order to ensure that future 
projects are fully approved, 
all risks (financial and oth¬ 
erwise) are identified and 
mitigated and that adequate 
budgetary provision is in 
place prior to scheme com¬ 
mencement.” 

Councillor Ken Finch, 
who has backed the build 
since the start, urged mem¬ 
bers to see it for themselves. 

He said: “I am rather dis¬ 
appointed at this [report] 
because before they decide 
to criticise the whole project

we need to find out the ben¬ 
efits when its completed to 
the area. 

“It will help to provide 
facilities for all walks of life 
from the young to the old. It 
will also help in regards to 
anti-social behaviour and to 
give pride in the area.” 

He added: “Everyone 
is disappointed about the 
money but only seven years 
ago the council promised us 
that residents would have a 
community centre after the 
previous was knocked down. 

“There has been prob¬ 
lems and obstacles along the 
way with this project, but 
fortunately it is built now. 
I would say - come along 
and see what we have here 
before critiquing it.” 

No direct financial im¬ 
plications will be brought 
forward as a result of the 
report. 

Councillors have cam¬ 
paigned for eight years to 
get the centre built after the 
previous building on Pine 
Road was demolished. The 
new centre will also provide 
facilities for those who use 
the nearby sports pitches.

Six years for drink-drive son 
who killed his own father 


A SPEEDING drink driv¬ 
er who killed his father in a 
crash has been jailed for six 
years. 

Kuljinder Gakhal jumped a queue 
of traffic, ignored a red light and 
drove into the path of a 44-ton lorry, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The juggernaut jack-knifed as its 
driver braked but he could not stop 
the vehicle ploughing into the side of 


the S-Type Jaguar where 53-year-old 
passenger Daljit Singh Gakhal sat. 

He refused to allow a blood sample 
to be tested for alcohol content after 
the crash, on May 20 last year. 

When he finally was tested, it regis¬ 
tered more than twice the legal limit. 

Hurtled 

Miss Elizabeth Power, prosecuting, 
said moments before the crash, he al¬ 
most lost control of the car, for which 


he was not insured, as it hurtled along 
Birmingham New Road towards Dud¬ 
ley at almost double the 40mph limit. 

Mr Peter Hunter, defending, said: 
“He is a shell of the man he once was.” 

The Pinewood Studios chef, aged 
30, from Thames Road, Slough, 
pleaded guilty to causing death by 
careless driving when under the influ¬ 
ence of drink having failed, without 
reasonable excuse, to permit the anal¬ 
ysis of a blood sample.

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, 
Mills, from School Road in Brierley 
Hill, was jailed for five years and four 
months for causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. He was banned from driv¬ 
ing for almost a decade and will have 
to pass an extended re-test in order to 
ever get his licence back. 

Mark Crozier from West Midlands 
Police’s Collision Investigation Unit, 
said: “This is a terribly sad case that 
shows the dangers of driving recklessly 
- even just for a matter of seconds. 

“Mills was essentially using a pub¬ 
lic road as a race track, showed a total 
disregard for other road users.”

Government say police do have 
enough cash to fight crime 


THE Government has hit 
back at claims that police 
under funding is responsi¬ 
ble for a spike in crime in 
the West Midlands. 

Officials insist that the region’s 
force has the resources it needs. 

Crime has risen by eight per cent 
in the West Midlands over the last 
year, which senior officers and the 
region’s police and crime commis¬ 
sioner (PCC) attribute largely to 
continued budget cuts from central 


government. But the Home Office 
says it has protected police spending, 
with West Midlands Police (WMP) 
receiving £1.6 million more cash this 
year than in 2015-16. 

The claims have been branded 
‘disturbingly misleading’ by West 
Midlands PCC David Jamieson, who 
says that in real terms the force has 
lost £145m since 2010. 

A Home Office spokesman said 
that decisions on where to deploy 
resources and the size of the police 
workforce ‘are a matter for chief con¬ 


stables and police and crime commis¬ 
sioners’, adding that ‘police forces 
continue to have the resources they 
need to do their important work’. 

The spokesman said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment has protected overall police 
spending in real terms since Spend¬ 
ing Review 2015, and this year West 
Midlands Police is receiving £1.6m 
more direct resource funding than 
in 2015-16.” 

Mr Jamieson said the Home Office 
was ‘alarmingly out of touch’ on the 
issue.

AN INMATE who helped get drugs, 
mobile phones and SIM cards into a 
prison been given a further jail term. 

Christopher Gittings, of Himley Road, Dud¬ 
ley, on January 25, 2016, was given a package 
by visitor Penny West, at Stoke Heath Prison. 
It contained two mobile phones, 10 sim cards, 
11.98 grammes of heroin and 17 tablets of the 
class C drug Buprenorphine. 


Mr Patrick Sullivan, prosecuting, said Git¬ 
tings had admitted conspiring to take two mo¬ 
bile phones into prison and possession of class A 
and C drugs with intent to supply. 

After West had visitied Gittings, officers saw a 
package being passed over, which Gittings tried 
to put it down his trousers. 

Charles Crinion, defending, said his client was 
a courier acting for others in prison, and had 
pleaded guilty at the first opportunity. He said 


he had bowed to pressure and was not himself 
the distributor of the drugs . He did not know 
West and the meeting had been set up. 

Mr Crinion said West had already been sen¬ 
tenced to two-and-a-half years in prison for her 
part in the offences. 

Serving prisoner Gittings, aged 37, was given 
three years for possession with intent to supply 
and 12 months to run consecutively for the mo¬ 
bile phone and class C drug offences.

IMAGES have been released showing what 
the Black Country Living Museum’s new 
visitor centre could look like. 

The multi-million pound project has 
moved a step forward with architects ap¬ 
pointed. 

Napier Clarke Architects will design the 
facility, the central feature of a £21.7m 
Forging Ahead development project at the 
Tipton Road attraction in Dudley. 

The visitor centre will allow the site to 
link up more closely with other attractions 
at Castle Hill, such as Dudley Zoo and Cas¬ 
tle. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund has provided 
£10m to allow the attraction to be expanded 
by a third, with the plans also incorporating 
a new 1940s to 60s town. 

A total of 24 architects across Europe ap¬ 
plied to carry out the build, with Bucking¬ 


hamshire-based Napier Clarke Architects 
successfully winning the bid. 

Andrew Lovett, chief executive at BCLM, 
said: “The whole selection panel was very 
impressed with the highly experienced and 
enthusiastic team Napier Clarke Architects 
had brought together on their pitch; they 
really seemed to understand what we are 
trying to achieve.” 

The upgrade is set to bring in an extra 
half a million visitors through the attrac¬ 
tion’s doors each year. 

It will bring in a new time period to the 
attraction and focus on the Black Country 
in the post-war period, up until the closure 
of the Baggeridge Coalmine, in Sedgley, in 
1968. 

Steve Clarke, a director of Napier Clarke 
Architects alongside Amy Napier, said: “We 
are delighted to have been appointed.”

Tragedy as young 
father takes his life 

A YOUNG father killed himself after the breakdown of his 
relationship, an inquest heard. 

Oliver Wilkes sent pictures of himself to his girlfriend 
after an argument, which prompted her to call police, a 
hearing at Black Country Coroners was told. 

Police climbed through a window at the pair’s home at 
Bottle Kiln Lane, Brierley Hill, on April 14 where they 
found the 22-year-old hanging. He was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital but was pronounced dead shortly after. 

His mother Lynn Wilkes paid an emotional tribute to 
the dedicated carpenter for A&D Joinery saying: “Oli was 
very much loved by many, many friends and family. He was 
very, very hard working. We were so proud of him.” 

Coroner Zafar Siddique delivered a verdict of suicide, 
adding: “What makes this even more upsetting is that he 
was such a young man, he had his whole life ahead of him 
and had a young child.”

H e’s been nominated for 
17 Grammy Awards, has 
been inducted into the 
Canadian Music Hall of 
Fame and received a star 
on the Hollywood Walk of 
Fame in 2011. 

Bryan Adams is a multi-platinum rock legend, who rose 
to fame with a string of huge hits in the 1980s including 
Summer of 69, Run to You and Heaven. 

He’s sold more than 100 million records and his 1991 
single, (Everything I Do) I Do It For You remains a UK 
record-breaker, having spent 16 consecutive weeks at 
number one. 

And yet for all of the success that Bryan has enjoyed 
in his 42-year career, he steadfastly refuses to look back. 
Bryan doesn’t bother thinking about what he’s done - he 
thinks about what he’s about to do. 

And this summer that’s involved a series of sell out gigs 
around the UK as part of an open-air tour that has thrilled 
tens of thousands of fans. 

Adams will bring his show to Worcester’s Sixways 
Stadium tonight and fans can look forward to a slew of 
greatest hits. 

He’s looking forward to the show: “I’m delighted to be 
continuing my tour and heading to Worcester. It will give 
me an opportunity to perform tracks from my latest album 
Get Up as well as some of my earlier classics. It’s going to 
be a special show and I hope my fans are able to join me.” 

Get Up helped to revitalise Bryan’s career after he 
worked on the project with ELO mainman-cum-producer, 
Jeff Lynne. It was his 14th studio album and was his first 
recording of new material since 2008’s 11. 

The record was the product of an international record 
experience, with Bryan, Lynne and fellow collaborator Jim 
Vallance emailing one another work. 

Bryan says: “It came together quite organically, song 
by song, working with Jeff producing over the past couple 
of years whenever he had time. It was a great partnership 
as it gave me plenty of time to write the songs, most 
of which are a collaboration with Jim Vallance. We all 
worked primarily over the internet from Canada, Europe 
and LA, sending demos and parts of songs until we got 
it right.” 

Bryan was delighted to work with Lynne, who is one of 
his friends. 

“A friend of mine is also a friend of his. We were just 
talking, and I said, ‘Oh, if you see Jeff, say 
hi from me’. He said, ‘I will’. Then I got a 
message back: ‘Oh, Jeff wants you to call 
him when you get to L.A. sometime.. So I 
called, [then] went up and saw him. 

“Jeff said, ‘Do you wanna cut a track 
sometime?’. I said, ‘Yeah’. 

“He did what I would imagine he 
does in any project that he’s done: 

He sort of becomes a member 
of the band. In this case, on 
the majority of the tracks he 
produced on this album, he 
is the band. I had wanted to 
work with Jeff for a long time. 

When it finally happened I 
was elated.” 

The results were instant 
and Bryan enjoyed making 
the record. He was glad 
that he’d had a long spell 
between records - with only 
a covers album, Tracks of 
My Years, being released 
since 2008. 

Bryan’s manager Bruce 
Allen gives his charge 
plenty of time to come up 
with new ideas. He never 
hassles Bryan and leaves 
him to wait until the spirit 
moves him, before making 
a new record. 

“Well, I’m always making

songs, and what drives you isn’t the past; what drives you 
is the future and what you’re creating next. That’s how I 
think about it. I don’t think about what I’ve done; I think 
about what I’m about to do. 

“I always have to try and find time to write. I’ve been 
working on songs. I have songs on my Bare Bones 
record, I have songs on my Tracks of My Years record. I 
have songs on my Sydney Opera House record. I have 
lots of new songs coming out. Get Up was the first 
Nk sort of comprehensive [album].” 

The record emerged out of nowhere. Initially, 

Bryan was only planning to record one song. But he 
was so happy with that that he carried on and made 
the whole record. 

When I heard the first track we 
did played back, I thought, ‘Wow, 
we can’t just stop here’. 

I kept asking him to 
do more songs. 

That is how

hits and keep the flame alive. But Bryan has travelled in 
a different direction. He’s been deliberately finding new 
things to do so that he remains fresh and relevant to the 
modern idiom. He has no intention of trading on former 
glories and prefers to take photographs, play gigs and 
engage in philanthropic work. 

“I was asked to go the nostalgia route, as you would 
call it, on the last album, Tracks of My Years’, which I was 
reluctant to do. I would literally leave one studio where 
I was recording the covers with David Foster, and go to 
another studio where I was working on the new album 
with Jeff. That gave me the impetus to get through the 
Foster record, because I didn’t enjoy that at all. 

“I did it because my management and record company 
wanted me to. I got into it in the end. And David is a 
brilliant producer — nothing against him. It just wasn’t 
something I really wanted to do. It was funny literally 
leaving one studio thinking ‘ugh’, then going into the 
[next] studio going ‘ah!’ It wasn’t for the ‘ah!’ moments, I 
wouldn’t have gotten through the ‘ugh’ moments.”

Uncovering a different side 
to the beautiful game 


I I914, as a generation of young 
men signed up to serve king and 
country, so too did the women 
who were left behind, as hundreds 
of thousands took on traditional 
male roles previously considered 
too dangerous for women. 

The most familiar image of these 
was the munitions girl, and as the 
female workers formed strong 
bonds on the factory floor, their 
friendships spilled over onto the 
playing fields during their breaks. 

Informal kickabouts became a 
popular pastime, and they were 
encouraged by the factory 
management who deemed them 
good for health, well-being and moral. 

As the war progressed, so did the 
women’s game, and football teams 
emerged from the munitions 
factories. 

Initially, the novelty of women 
playing football was used to raise 
money for war charities, with 
crowds flocking to see the so-called 
‘munitionettes’ take on teams of 
injured soldiers and women from 
other towns and villages. 


The most famous of the wartime 
teams was Dick, Kerr Ladies FC 
from Preston. Founded in 1917, 
their first match drew a crowd of 
10,000, and by 1920, a Boxing Day 
match against St Helen’s Ladies 
was watched by 53,000 spectators 
at Goodison Park, with another 
14,000 locked outside the ground 
trying to get in. 

However, this so-called ‘golden 
era’ of women’s football was to be 
short-lived. 

As the men arrived back from the 
front to take up their old jobs, 
women were expected to return to 
domestic life. 

Then on December 5,1921, the 
Football Association published a 
report that offered three key reasons 
why women’s football matches 
should henceforth be banned from 
taking place on their pitches. 

Firstly, it said that football was 
“quite unsuitable for females.” 

Secondly, there were complaints 
about “the conditions under which 
some of these matches have been 
arranged and played.” 


And finally, the council suggested 
that “an excessive proportion of the 
receipts are absorbed in expenses 
and an inadequate percentage 
devoted to charitable objects.” 

As a result the FA called on clubs 
belonging to the associations “to 
refuse the use of their grounds for 
such matches”, and the subsequent 
ban changed the course of the 
women’s game forever. 

It wasn’t until 1971 that the FA 
finally lifted the ban, in the same 
year UEFA that recommended the 
women’s game should be taken 
under the control of the national 
associations in each country. 

This move signalled the start of a 
female football revival, not only in 
Britain but around the world. 

In this documentary, Clare Balding 
investigates why it has taken the 
current generation 46 years to 
achieve something remotely close 
to the success of the First World 
War footballers. 

She also asks why there continues 
to be a massive gap between 
women’s and men’s football.

The bay of Olso, Green 
Capital of the World for 20191 



SURROUNDED by fjords, forests and fields, 
Oslo is an urban metropolis wrapped in 
nature. 

The Green Party are in power as part of a local 
coalition government, pushing through initiatives 
such as a car-free city centre, improvements in cycle 
highways and public buses powered by biofuel - and 
it’s even been named Green Capital of the World for 
2019. 

If you’re on a mission to go green in Norway’s eco 
Eden, check out Loseter City Farm and Bakehouse. 

Straining their iron necks far beyond the steel 
skyline, a chain of cranes is a reminder of the building 
work under way in Oslo’s Bjorvika bay area. A new 
Munch museum, opera house and library are all on the 
cards for 2020. But amidst the tangle of disused train 
tracks and dual carriageways is a scene more idyllic 
than industrial, with BMWs and Audis occupying the 
same vista as a horse and cart. 

Oslo’s urban farm sits below two iconic concrete 
towers on the edge of the city, where roads are 
superseded by swathes of pine forest. 

As part of the Future Farmers art project helmed 
by American Amy Franceschini, 100 growing boxes 
were given to the community and a city farmer was 
employed to help people learn how to grow (he’s on 
site every Wednesday). “Growing and empathy with 
nature can help the decision-making process,” says 
project organiser Anne Beate Flovind. 

A Bakehouse designed to resemble the hull of a 
Viking ship has rescued ancient grains, providing a 
space for community baking sessions, and there are 
plans to introduce a pig and hens - one day. For more 
information, go to www.loseter.no/en 

Also worth checking out is Restaurant Kontrast. 
No-one likes waste, especially at the dinner table. But 
there’s no risk of leaving any forlorn morsels trailing the 


rims of plates at this one Michelin star restaurant, tucked 
discreetly below an arcade in the city’s trendy Vulkan 
district. Even the distance travelled by ingredients is 
carefully monitored; 80 per cent of the menu is sourced 
from within an hour of Oslo. 

As a result, the six or ten course tasting menu (from 
£88/950 NOK-E135/1450 NOK) is a tour of Norway’s 
finest farms; dishes might include scallops from the 
island of Froya, or skrei, a spawning cod swimming in 
the waters around Lofoten. Chef Mikael Svensson’s 
menu makes use of everything available in the larder - 


so if a pork shoulder slow-cooked for 36 hours appears 
as a main meat dish, don’t be surprised to taste pig lard 
buttered on sides of bread. 

Tongues, brains, stems and stalks all have their place, 
making Kontrast even more innovative than Oslo’s 
high-flying crop of forward-thinking restaurants. If you’re 
teetotal, or want a night off the sauce, try the juice 
flight of cold teas, fruits and herb infusions. Visit www. 
restaurant-kontrast.no 

Another attraction is the Scandic Vulkan Flotel. Flotels 
by their very nature aren’t especially eco-friendly,but 


Scandic Vulkan is attempting to make commendable 
amends by employing green gadgetry, such as solar 
cells and running on geothermal energy. 

This was the first hotel in Norway to be given an 
official Class A energy rating, meaning it uses resources 
extremely efficiently. Each of the 149 rooms features a 
recycling bin for plastics and paper, and bicycles can be 
borrowed for free to explore the local area. Rooms from 
£93 (1000 NOK) per night with breakfast. Visit www.

Persons objecting to the grant of licences may be 
invited to attend a public hearing. 

It is an offence to knowingly or recklessly to make 
a false statement in connection with an application 
and the maximum fine for which a person is liable on 
summary conviction for making false statement is a 
level 5 fine on the standard scale.

TENNIS players have been boosted by one of the biggest grassroots invest¬ 
ments in the sport. Transforming British Tennis Togetheraims to make 
courts more useable and accessible to everyone over the next ten years. 

The Lawn Tennis Association has committed to investing £125 million 
to improve community facilities across the country, and plans to unlock a 
further £125 million through match funding from community networks. 

The body aims to deliver 1,500 newly covered indoor courts, over 8,000 
newly floodlit courts and nearly 3,000 court entry systems across the coun¬ 
try over the next decade.

THE fear of falling into the water - that 
is the hardest part to get over when you 
first learn to canoe. 

Especially if that water is a canal. 

I stepped into the kayak carefully following the pat¬ 
tern of movements my instructor told me to, before 
sliding into the seat. 

That was the first obstacle I had overcome. Now I 
had to stay upright for the next hour or so to remain 
dry. 

I was paddling in a yellow play boat. The kayak, a 
type of canoe, was specifically made so it was hard to 
topple - much to my relief - but the down side is that 
it spun you a lot in circles. 

So that is what I did for most of the remainder 
of the session - spin around - at Gailey Canoe Club 
based in Penkridge. 

Newcomer 

But it was good fun. The warm sun beat down on 
us as we paddled on the water. The setting, a section 
of canal cutting through the countryside, was pictur¬ 
esque and idyllic. 

Being a newcomer to this sport, I was guided by the 
instructors to gain my confidence in the water for this 
first session, which meant gently paddling around in 
a small section of the lake and not travelling very far. 

The more experienced members of the club, some

of whom take part in serious racing, speed off into 
the distance for an eight-mile circuit. I was what the 
canoe club is looking for - a new recruit. They are 
on the lookout for additional members to join their 
ranks. 

Canoeing offers a variety of benefits, says Louise 
Clive, who runs the club alongside her husband John. 

“It helps get you fit, but there is also the social side 
where you get to meet new people and make friends,” 
she said. 

“Especially for the kids, it gets them out of the 
house, away from their games consoles. 

“And it is a great outdoor setting. You get to expe¬ 
rience the countryside and see the wildlife.” 

Another positive aspect of the sport is that it open 
and accessible to all ages - the club’s youngest mem¬ 
ber is eight and the oldest 76. 

The club trains on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sun¬ 
days. It has around 60 members from children to 
adults. Some take part in canoeing at a leisurely level. 

But the club competes professionally and has up to 
15 paddlers who race for them. 

Gailey compete in a Midlands division and cur¬ 
rently have their eyes set on qualifying for an annual 
national competition, held later this year. 

The top six teams from regional leagues around 
Great Britain qualify for the annual tournament .And 
Gailey look on course to succeed. 

They have one race left to go and are currently fifth 


in the league. There are different types of canoes that 
can be used. Some are designed for racing, which are 
more stream-lined and offer two seats, while others 
are more user friendly, catering for a range of abil¬ 
ities. 

I was in a canoe of that latter category, on the Staf¬ 
fordshire and Worcestershire canal, outside the Croft 
Lane-based club. 

As a newcomer, I found it challenging getting to 
grips with the paddle. 

The paddle is used in a figure of eight motion to 
steer and move. But every time I made a jerky move¬ 
ment and struck the surface hard, I felt like I was 
going off balance and would tip into the water. 

Luckily that didn’t happen, although I had a few 
wobbly moments. 

A second session on another day would see me 
travel a greater distance as I build up my skill and 
confidence, it was said. 

That is how instructors at Gailey teach you from 
the beginning. “You build up to travelling two miles, 
then four miles, and then eight miles,” said Louise. 

Tiresome 

Racing at these distances is tiresome work and 
tests the competitors’ endurance. But Gailey are 
among the best in the country at this. 

Despite being a small club, they have produced pad¬ 
dlers who have competed at international level, with 
some going on to be world champions 

The Gailey club has been in operation since the 
1950s, and for the last three decades have been based 
at their current site. 

A revamp of their clubhouse is under way, thanks 
to backing from the Canal and River Trust. The char¬ 
ity has given Gailey a £1,000 grant, which will pay for 
new showers. The club currently has a social function 
room and changing rooms are also planning to install 
new toilet facilities. 

The revamp was forged as part of the deal with the 
charity, which saw Gailey tasked with the upkeep of 
the club building and the canal which runs outside 
their club, from Gravelly Way Bridge Number 78 to 
Gailey Bridge Number 79.
